reserve requirements effective May 
1, 1937. the open market committee 
of the federal reserve system is pre¬ 
pared to make open market pur¬ 
chases of government securities for 
the account of federal reserve banks 
in such amounts and at such times 
as may be desirable." 

Purchase of government securi¬ 
ties in the open market by the fed¬ 
eral reserve banks—they now own 
$2,430,000,000 of government bills, 
notes and bonds—will create re¬ 
serves for the member banks, and 
thus make it easier for them to 
meet the May 1 banking reserve in¬ 
crease, without reducing their hold¬ 
ing of government securities. This 
should make money easier. 

The security and commodity 
markets were given a rather severe 
jolt by the President when he told 
the correspondents that prices of 
durable goods, especially steel and 
copper, were too high and that it 
was time for a shift in federal ex¬ 
penditure from them so as to spread 
the national income more evenly. 
He said that instead of spending fed¬ 
eral funds on steel bridges, huge 
cement dams and similar perma¬ 
nent projects, government relief 
spending should be diverted as far 
as possible to dredging, construc¬ 
tion of earth dams, and other proj¬ 
ects which do not draw on durable 
goods. 


Florida Ship Canal 
Bobs Up Again 

'T' HAT Florida ship canal project, 
A which would cut the state in 
two, has come to the fore again 
and probably will have to be fought 
out once more in 
congress. Two re¬ 
ports on the matter 
have just been filed. 

One, from Maj. Gen. 

Edward M. Mark¬ 
ham, chief of engi¬ 
neers of the army, 
says the federal 
government would 
be justified in com¬ 
pleting the project 
at a cost of $197,- 
921,000. The other, 
from the river and 
harbor board, says the canal is eco¬ 
nomically unsound. 

Neither report was made public 
at once, but the War department 
said General Markham recommend¬ 
ed an Atlantic-Gulf waterway 33 
feet deep and 400 feet wide. 

The canal was started once by 
President Roosevelt, but in 1936 con¬ 
gress failed to appropriate addi¬ 
tional money and work was stopped. 
The fight in congress against the 
funds was led by Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenbcrg who contended the gi¬ 
ant seaway was unjustified econom¬ 
ically.

Trial Without Jury 
Upheld by High Court 

[N A decision denying the right 
* of trial by jury in criminal cases 
where the maximum punishment is 
not more than three months in pris¬ 
on, the Supreme court divided 7 to 2, 
with two justices whom the New 
Dealers most frequently denounce 
by name coming to the defense of 
human liberties. 

Justice James Clark McReynolds, 
who has held against the New Deal 
in all except two important cases, 
wrote the dissenting opinion in the 
jury trial case, and Justice Pierce 
Butler, author of the opinion in¬ 
validating New York state s mini¬ 
mum wage act last year, concurred 
with him. The dissenting opinion de¬ 
clared that "constitutional guaran¬ 
tees ought not to be subordinated 
to convenience, nor denied upon 
questionable precedents or uncer¬ 
tain reasoning."

Army Day Marks America’s 
Entry Into the War 
p ROCLAIMED by the President,

The keynote of Army day, ac¬ 
cording to Rear Admiral Reginald j 
R. Belknap, U. S. N. retired, gen- i 
oral chairman of the day, is "Peace 
through preparedness." 

"We who have seen the terrible 
destruction wrought by war want to 
do all in our power to avoid another 
war," he said. "The best way to do I 
this, we believe, is by having a 
strong, well-trained, well-equipped | 
army and navy. So strengthened, 
an aggressor nation will think twice 
before trying to draw us into war." 

The best way to achieve this pre¬ 
paredness, he added, is by carry¬ 
ing out the provisions of the Nation¬ 
al Defense act of 1920, in appropri¬ 
ations, personnel, material and 
training. He also urged continuing 
the navy at full treaty strength, 
fully manned, actively trained and 
with an adequate trained reserve.

Republicans 
have had little, if any, chance since 
the election, to show themselves in 
their former fighting strength. This 
court fight is filled with dramatic 
political possibilities, and you might 
think that the senate Republicans 
would find therein an opportunity 
to lead a smashing fight against 
the President. It is the best poli¬ 
tical opportunity they have had in

Norris Still Plans for 
National Power Authority 
SENATOR GEORGE NORRIS ot 
^ Nebraska is intent on his plan 
for the creation of a national power 
authority similar to the Tennessee 
Valley authority, 
and he intends to in¬ 
troduce a bill for 
this during the pres¬ 
ent session of con¬ 
gress. This he an¬ 
nounced after con¬ 
ferring with the 
President, and he 
intimated the idea 
was approved by 
Mr. Roosevelt. He

Self-Determination. 

E'ORMERLY the states jealously 
1 guarded their sovereign per¬ 
quisites. Once—but that was so 
long ago many have almost forgot¬ 
ten it—they fought among them¬ 
selves one of the bloodiest civil wars 
in history over the issue of states’ 
rights. 

Now we see them complacently 
surrendering to federal bureaus 
those ancient privileges—and may¬ 
be, after all, that’s the proper thing 
to do, if in centralized authority lies 
the hope of preserving a republican 
form of government. 

Still, one wonders what English¬ 
men would do under like circum¬ 
stances, since Englishmen are fussy 
about their inheritance of self-de¬ 
termination. Perhaps the distinc¬ 
tion is this: 

In democracies there exists the 
false theory that all men are born 
free and equal. So the Englishman 
insists on having his freedom, which 
is a concrete thing, and laughs at 
the idea of equality. Whereas, the 
American abandons his individual 
freedom provided he may cling to 
the fetish of equality. 

Yankee tweedledee and British 
tweedledum may be brothers under 
the skin, but they have different 
skin diseases.

The Parole Racket. 

IT IS astonishing but seemingly 
1 true that, of five young gang¬ 
sters recently caught red-handed in 
a criminal operation, not a single 
one was a convict out on parole. Is 
there no way to bar rank amateurs 
from a profession calling for prior 
experience and proper background? 
And can it be that the various pa¬ 
role boards over the union are not 
turning loose qualified practitioners 
fast enough to keep up with the de¬ 
mand? Maybe we need seif-open¬ 
ing jails. 

Those sentimentalists who abhor 
the idea that a chronic offender be 
required to serve out his latest sen¬ 
tence should take steps right away 
to correct this thing before it goes 
too far. Our parole system must 
be vindicated if it costs the lives 
and property of ten times as many 
innocent citizens as at present.

The thing the President desires 
more than anything else, after the 
Supreme court change, is reform 
in the business administration of 
the government; an orderly organ¬ 
ization of the conduct of government 
affairs; two new departments to 
take care of public works and wel¬ 
fare, and the submergence of about 
150 independent commissions, put¬ 
ting them under cabinet officers so 
they can report to their chief ex¬ 
ecutive in the regular fashion. This 
would leave the President with 
much more time to plan, and plan¬ 
ning for the future right now is 
essential. I do not look for any 
drastic changes in the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s relation to agriculture. 
The government will have a strong 
hand in agriculture for years to 
come. Relief, as a federal function, 
will be with us for a year and a 
half at least, but the hope is that 
eventually it can be shaved down to 
a system of grants of money to 
states or communities most need¬ 
ing it—not a widespread work proj¬ 
ect as at present. 

However, if hard times over¬ 
whelm us again there is already 
scheduled enough public works 
from village sidewalks to huge pow¬ 
er dams, to put thousands of men 
at work. That is a part of the com¬ 
mon sense, business planning of the 
administration. 

The question of labor legislation 
will be uppermost before this con¬ 
gress adjourns. President Roose¬ 
velt has been quiet on this subject, 
letting the labor leaders fight it out 
among themselves, but he would 
like to see labor laws putting equal 
responsibility on labor unions and 
industrial corporations; laws com¬ 
pelling capital and labor to deal 
fairly one with the other. 

The President would like to see 
laws permitting the government to 
regulate against over-production or 
under-production. He believes the 
government should control specula¬ 
tion; and that the matter of collec¬ 
tive bargaining between employees 
and employers should be written in¬ 
to laws in definite terms. His views 
on labor are not entirely acceptable 
to either side. Each wants to be 
protected against the other fellow, 
but is shying away from further 
federal legislation. 

• • • 

For some reason the Republican 
party as represented by its sixteen 
members in the United States sen¬ 
ate, has neglected to take the die- I 


Senator Wheeler of Montana, the 
liberal Democrat leading the anti- 
court fight, is certainly receiving 
the black looks of the LaFollette 
progressive group which had al¬ 
ways counted on Wheeler ever since 
his team work with LaFollette the 
elder. In that campaign the Prog¬ 
ressive party had a plank in its 
platform pledging support to a con¬ 
stitutional amendment curbing the 
Supreme court by permitting con¬ 
gress to ride over a court veto. Well, 
LaFollette and Wheeler were beat¬ 
en by Coolidge and no one heard 
of that amendment idea until a few 
weeks ago when Bert Wheeler 
pulled it out of mothballs and be¬ 
gan to use it as an alternative to 
the Roosevelt court-rejuvenation 
plan. By this time even the young¬ 
er generation of LaFollettes had for¬ 
gotten their father’s plan to curb 
the court—and how the LaFollette 
crowd has growled at Senator 
Wheeler—because today young Sen¬ 
ator Bob LaFollette is completely 
in favor of the Roosevelt plan be¬ 
cause it can be accomplished more 
speedily than a constitutional 
amendment. Privately the LaFol¬ 
lettes say that Wheeler never 
thought much of the amendment 
idea until he found a way to share 
the limelight by becoming an off- 
reservation leader against Roose¬ 
velt. Reason: Wheeler is suspected 
of having presidential ideas for 1940, 
and nothing builds up a man like a 
good fight with a champion like 
Roosevelt. Wheeler may come off 
second best—but at that he is miles 
ahead of all senatorial Republicans 
who will not be mentioned in this 
fight even as also-rans. 

* • • 

Sit-down strikers are admittedly 
breaking local laws of trespass, but 
they represent a new idea of the 
masses of workmen protesting 
against the juggernaut of modern 
industrialism. 

Two tremendous fears dominate 
the workman’s mind: Loss of job 
by the growing advance of the ma¬ 
chine and loss of job through the 
hard hearted attitude of industry 
toward men over forty. Modern 
workmen, younger by two decades 
than some of the old time craft ! 
unionists, declare they are going to 
fix it so that industry takes them in 
on the ground floor with capital and | 
management; so they adopt this 
completely new and effective mode 
of stopping all industry by taking 
possession of the plant. They say 
this will bring industrial leaders to 
the point of recognizing workmen’s 
organizations quicker than anything 
else—and it may be said In pass¬ 
ing that Labor Department records 
show that seventy per cent of 
strikes are for recognition of unions 
and only thirty per cent on hours 
and wages. 

Added to this is the anger of work¬ 
men at the widespread use of thugs 
and gangsters to terrorize workmen 
against joining unions. This species 
of bulldozing is being exposed by 
the senate committee on civil 
liberties; and the long chapter of 
thuggery and terror by the use of 
gangsters in industrial areas has 
gone a long way toward gaining 
sympathy for the striking workmen 
in the sit-down episodes. 

Reports indicate that the sit-down 
strike is far from universally popu¬ 
lar, but with the present state of 
public mind the "sitters-down" will 
get away with their strikes as long 
as governors feel that there is dan¬ 
ger of severe bloodshed by the use 
of armed force. Mere local tres¬ 
pass does not warrant the use of 
bullets and machine guns. The 
public policy is not pleasing to all 
industrialists, but inasmuch as the 
sit-down strike is here for a while, 
let us consider just what is going 
on in the minds of the leaders in 
this new technique in the labor 
ranks.

Streamlined Locomotives 
Retain the Cow-Catchers 

High-speed, streamlined locomo¬ 
tives still retain the cowcatcher, a 
distinctly American contribution to 
railroad design, although its purpose 
is no longer to catch cows. The 
“iron fence” at the front of the 
modern locomotive is intended pri¬ 
marily to cope with automobiles. 
As a result, says Popular Mechanics 
Magazine, the cowcatcher, like the 
rest of the iron horse, has been 
streamlined, partly for appearance, 
but also because it has been found 
that this streamline design pushes 
obstructions off the right-of-way 
with less damage than the old-fash¬ 
ioned set of bars. 

Modern cowcatchers present a 
smooth, rounded steel surface, al¬ 
most like a snow plow. When an 
obstacle is struck it is pushed aside 
rather than tossed into the air.

To screen the house well use no. 
16 mesh screen wire. This will keep 
out mosquitoes as well as flies. Full 
length screens hung on hinges at the 
top, and with close fitting frames 
which hook at the bottom, are most 
satisfactory. 


If a commercial starter is used for 
baby chicks, do not give milk but 
Use water instead, since commercial 
feeds usually contain sufficient pro¬ 
tein.

FOREST TREES 

Many farmers have been asking 
about the forest provision in the ACP 
program. In considering conditions 
for planting forest trees the state 
committee recommends that the 
county committee follow the recom¬ 
mendations and specifications of the 
Kentucky college of agriculture, the 
forest service, and the soil conserva¬ 
tion service of the U. S. department 
of agriculture. The following list gives 
the minimum and maximum spacings 
for recommended species: 

Black Locust, 5x5 to 8 x 8 . 

Black Walnut, 6 x 6 to 10x10. 

Yellow Poplar, 5x5 to 8 x 8 . 

Pitch Pine, 5x5 to 8 x 8 .

White Pine, 4x4 to 6 x 6 . 

White Oak, 5x5 to 8 x 8 . 

Red Cedar, 5x5 to 8 x 8 .

remains in one form or another. 
The cowcatcher is about 100 years 
old and was intended not to “catch” 
cattle, but to push them from the 
tracks. 


The sentiment all over the state is 
tremendously in favor of local option. 
The handwriting is on the wall.- The 
saloon, which has sprung up so quick¬ 
ly after the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, is doomed. People do 
not want the saloon back. Those of 
us who can recall the days when the 
saloon was thriving will not tolerate 
it. It is a source of great social evil 
Its return has brought about a prob¬ 
lem with which it is difficult to cope. 
People talked about the bootlegging 
and drinking of prohibition days, but 
those times were not to be compared 
with the present day evils caused by 
the open bar. Everybody knows it 
is so.—Berea Citizen.

The American people are alert to 
I the forces which threaten the bul¬ 
warks of national life, and are 
ready to take intelligent and ef¬ 
fective action against them when 
fully aroused to the danger. The 
powers of evil know this to be 
true and are careful to avoid any¬ 
thing that directs our attention to 
what is constantly going on under 
cover. The liquor question is one 
of our nation’s most serious prob¬ 
lems. The devastating results of 
the widespread sale and use of in¬ 
toxicants will only be known as 
Christian men and women unmask 
this wicked business which poses 
under the banner of congenial and 
pleasant living, and proudly points 
to its recognition by the govern¬ 
ment as a legal enterprise. 

The facts are available through 
various temperance organizations 
| and in such books as "Alcohol and 
Man,” by Dr. Emerson of Colum¬ 
bia university. The Sunday School 
lessons for 1937 present four oppor¬ 
tunities to bring the matter square¬ 
ly before the adults and children 
who are in our Bible Schools. We 
have already (Jan. 31) considered 
the economic problem, and will 
later deal with intemperance as a 
social and moral evil. The lesson 
for today affords a special oppor¬ 
tunity to touch on the scientific 
side, presenting intoxicants in their 
true light as a poison. Look up 
the word "intoxicate” in a good 
dictionary and you at once have a 
picture of what beer, wine, and 
whiskey do to the human body. 

The Christian approach to any 
I consideration of the matter is by 
recognizing that man is a spiritual 
j being, dwelling in a physical body, 
i I. We Live in a World of Moral 
Responsibility (Gen. 13:13; 19:23-25). 

Life is not a careless drifting 
j from day to day, from pleasure to 
j pleasure, into sin or not as one 
may choose, with no responsibility 
; for one’s actions. Man was created 
! in the likeness and image of God. 
i He possesses the power of choice. 

I lie knows right from wrong. If 
i he chooses to do right he has all 
the resources of tiie omnipotent 
God to call upon as his strength and 
stay. But if he chooses to turn his 
back upon God and upon Christ, and 
to go into the ways of sin, let 
him be sure that there is a day of 
judgment to com# from which he 
shall in no wise escape. The de¬ 
struction of the wicked cities of the 
plain, terrible as it was in itself, 
is but a prophecy of judgment to 
come. See Luke 10:10-12. 

II. Men Go Two Different Ways 
(Deut. 32:31-33). 

Moses contrasts the Rock in 
which his people trusted, and the 
corrupt standards of their heathen 
neighbors by which they were 
tempted. One greater than Moses 
spoke of the two ways (read Matt. 
7:13, 14), and pointed out the sad 
fact that there are many that go 
down the broad way to destruction, 
and few who walk in the narrow 
way of life. Let us seek to win 
our young men and women away 
from the sinful ways of this world. 

III. The Liquor Way Is the Wrong 
Way (Prow 23:29-32). 

Skillful indeed are the advertis¬ 
ing devices of the liquor interests! 
They associate their intoxicants 
(poisons) with holiday festivities, 
happy family gatherings, social 
preferment, and so on. They do not 
picture the bleary eye, the babbling 
tongue, the "wounds without 
cause.” They carefully overlook 
the broken-hearted mother, the rag¬ 
ged children, the empty cupboard, 
and the devastated home life. They 
say nothing of the men who have 
lost their characters and their jobs, 
and of the women who have lowered 
themselves beyond description be¬ 
cause of their love for liquor. Let 
us in tenderness and heart-broken 
humility present to our Sunday 
School classes that picture, which 
is a disgrace to our nation. The 
wine may look red, and it may 
even go "smoothly down the throat” 
(a possible translation of the words 
"when it moveth aright,” v. 31), 
but it still has the bite of a serpent 
and the sting of an adder (v. 32).

What's New in Radio?

S cientists of the Carnegie Institu¬ 
tion are using radio to explore 
the stratosphere. Radio waves are 
sent out on various wave lengths to 
strike the different levels of the 
atmosphere and be reflected back to 
their source. It is believed that 
study of the characteristics of the 
reflected waves will aid in revealing 
much that remains unknown con¬ 
cerning the upper atmosphere. 


The Bureau of Air Commerce Is 
installing a series of radio-operated 
teletypewriters along the Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. — Nashville route, to 
provide for the simultaneous radio 
transmission of weather reports to 
the different points along the route, 
while eliminating the possibility of 
error in the receipt of the reports. 
The installation follows experimen¬ 
tal use of the machines between 
Washington and Baltimore, over a 
period of 18 months. 


For use in emergencies such as 
forest fires and mine rescues, a 
knapsack radio receiver weighing 
only four pounds has been designed. ^ 
In fighting forest fires, the head 
ranger from his post of observation 
can direct by radio the work of lire 
fighters scattered over a wide area 
The radio receiver is about the sisc 
of a cereal box, and is equipped with 
a single ear phone which can be 
attached to one ear, leaving the 
hands free.
